Last laugh to Olympic

Scott Baillie smashed in a spectacular last grasp equaliser last night as 
Olympic held Adelaide City 2-2 in their A-League clash at Hindmarsh 
Stadium. 

City looked to have the three points Safely tucked away before defender 
Baillied netted to keep Olympic’s finals hopes flickering. 


Baillie dived to scissor-kick the ball under Jason Petkovic after Brett 
Emerton had hit a free kick into the box. 

The Zebras zoomed to a 17th minute lead with a fine header from Michael 
Brooks after Dino Mennillo supplied the pass. 

Brooks achieved hero status in injury time of the first half when he guid- 
ed home a low free kick from John Gibson to bring up his eighth goal of the 
season. 

That regained a home lead, surrendered when Olympic 
Substitute Derek Poimer levelled by pouncing on a pass from Youth 
Socceroo Emerton. 

End-to-end fare was the rule in the entertaining clash. 

In between the goals, ex-Youth Socceroo goalkeeper Tony Franken kept 
the visitor in the game with brilliant saves in both halves of the razor-sharp 
contest. 

Franken began his superb display by denying a booming volley from Brad 
Hassell and a long range piledriver from the lethal right foot of Brad Armour. 
Franken had a rescuing assistant in Baillie, who cleared a drive from 
Kosta Salapasidis off the line. : 

Jason Petkovic continued his stellar season by answering all but two of the attacking questions asked by Olympic. 


Visiting boss David Mitchell resisted the temptation to take the field until the 64th minute when he replaced Norm Tome. 
Big Mitch stationed himself up front, pestering the Zebra back men with surging runs and leaping headers. 

While Mitchell's experience added fuel to the Olympic attack, City’s striker replacement, teenager Travis Dodd pro- 
vided zest and speed to the home frontline. 

Mitchell had preferred Adam Ciantar and Ralph Bove as the replacements for suspended team captain Dave Barrett 
and Peter Tsekenis. 

The player-coach lost highly rated players Abbas Saad and Milan Blagojevic through injury. 
Saad limped off, favoring a damaged hamstring in the 16th minute and Blagojevic become the second hamstring vic- 
tim eight minutes later. 


Steve Refenes and Poimer entered the fray, with the latter levelling the score 17 minutes after his introduction. 

City coach John Nyskohus made just one change to his Starting team which lost 1-3 to Marconi with teenager 
Salapasidis coming in for last wee’s starter Mark Brazzale, who joined Dodd and Michael Pirone as substitutes.

Brooks, seeking a deserved hatrick, brought a second half save from Franken with the goal keeper barely having 
time to don his gloves for the restart.
